COW TESTING RESULTS 
ARE QUITE ENCOURAGING

itoba Dairy Cattle Breeders Meet 
ing. 

For the information of those not 
acquainted with the work I might 
explain that the cow testing refer- 
red to is not this T B test, but a 
milk recording and butterfat test, 
80 essential to each cow owner if 
he is to get the best returns from 
his labor, feed and investment . 

The following quotation from an 
article in Hoard's Dairyman is very 
informative, It says: 

“In the dairy barn cows of sim- 
ilar type and size often differ enor- 
mously in output or returns from 
a given amount of raw material 
used or for labor employed. These 
variations are the fundamental 
cause of success or failure in dairy- 
ing. Cases are numerous where one 
cow will pay five or more times 
the amount for a ton of hay or for 
labor than will another cow in the 
same stable using about the same 
amount of labor and eating the 
same kinds of feeds. 

“These differences in dairy cows 
often not apparent to the eye, are 
matters of first concern in man 
agement. A system of record keep- 
ing on the milk production of each 
cow should be established as a per 
menent part of the dairy program 
There is no other known way o) 
ascertaining these essential facts, 
The man who attempts to make 
nrogress in dairy farming withou: 
records is doomed at the outlet to 
failure or to making very slow 
progress,”

CANCER TISSUE KILLED 
_QUICKLY BY NEW SERUM 


New York,—- Cancer tissue mits 
ing artificially in glass dishes 1s 
killed in a few minutes by a new 
serum developed in the cancer re 


tissues except cancer, 

These discoveries and their pos 
sibilities for experimenting with 
cancer in mun are revealed in the 
April issue of the American Jour 
nal of Cancer by Thomas Lumsde, 


The serum comes from animal: | 
which have been inoculated witi 
cancer, It is tested upon cells o 
cancer, of heart, kidney and othe) 
body tissues growing artificially 
outside of living beings. A stan 
has been made in testing {t upon 
living animals, a few rats having 
been cured of cancer, and others 
rendered immune. 

Dr Lumsden reports: ‘“Perhap: | 
most specifically anti-malig 
nant of all the sera tested ia th: 
antiserum obtained from a sheet 
which has been repeatedly inocu 
lated with human mammary car 
cer and human breast tissue. Wher 
this anti-serum is applied to moust 
cancer, in a glass dish, it kills th: 
cancer cell— they are dead withi 
five minutes.” 

Gives Example 

What the human protective priv 
ciple can do for animals, the latte: 
can do for humans. As an example 
Dr Lumsden tells of inoculating « 
rabbit with mouse cancer and put 
ting it in human breast cancer cells 
living in a glass dish. 

“It causes the death of these can 
cer cells,” says Dr Lumsden. 

He warns that these experiments 
“should be regarded as giving only 
useful observations,’ 

Showing how much more effec 
tive the sera are than other remed 
jes Dr Lumsden says: 

“To every other damaging agen- 
cy, heat, toxins, radium, tested, 
these cancer cultures are definite 
ly more resistant than the normal 


tissue. Thus if the mixed cultures |

all the scientific handling of diag- 
nostic problems that is enjoyed by 
his fellow-practitioners of the lar- 
ger urban centres is now, it is un- 
derstood, being planned by the 
Henry Government. 

Each clinic will be equipped, it 
is understood for all types of X-ray 
work, basal metabolism, blooa 
chemistry and blood microscopy, 
and the investigation of all manner 
of pathological tissues or fluids, 
and will be manned by a staff of 
experts selected by the Department 
of Heaith, under Hon Dr John M 
Robb, Legislation providing for 
this new and radical departure in 
the health history of this Province 
will, it is expected, shortly be 
brought down to the Legislature.

BRITAIN GETS £8,500,000 
IN WAR DEBT PAYMENTS 


London, March 17— The British 
Treasury has received from France 
and Italy £8,500,000, the last halt 
year’s installments upon the war 
debts. These payments do not re 
main in London, however as they 
form part of the British remit 
tances to the United States. 

‘Their transfer today has raised 
once more the question of the 
growing burden of such payments, 
having regard to the fact that gold 
appreciation renders them 20 per 
cent more onerous to French an. 
Italian taxpayers than was = the 
case two years ago.
